1 . Applicant's arguments, see the Request for Consideration, filed February 27, 2007, with 
respect to claims 14-37 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 1 12, 1 st paragraph 
rejection of claims 14-37 has been withdrawn. 

2. Claims 14-37 (renumbered claims 1-24) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 14, 20, 21, 25, 26, 36, and 37, the primary reason for allowance is that 
the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest determining a probability of the image 
movement occurring without the additional movement at different positions of an image and 
specifying and fixing, for each of the plurality of image regions, a position and dimensions as a 
function of the probability of the image movement occurring inside at least one image region of 
the plurality of image regions without the additional movement.
